In May of this year Mr. Snow 
made an oral presentation on six 
different locations. Included in 
this group of sites was the Wein- 
berg Department Store. Mr. Snow

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SECRECY? MISUNDERSTANDINGS? | 


. It is sometimes hard for the layman to under- 
Stand just what has happened in any governmental 
circle, and it is easy to assume the worst, 

Wilmington, in the past few days, has seen a 
Selectman making loud charges in the Selectmen’s 
Meeting. A week ago the Chairman of the Board of 
Library Trustees submitted:his resignation to the 
Town Manager, and then was persuaded by the Town 
Manager and the other: members of his board to 
reconsider, 

Both actions stem from a meeting which the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen had with Chris-~ 
tian Bachman, a new member of the Board of Li- 
brary Trustees, about two weeks ago, Rumors have 
been flying ever since. The chairman of the Select- 
men has stated he will issue a public statement. 

For the record, the, Chairman was acting within 
his rights, as this paper sees things, He was having 
a private meeting with some other persons, and the 
stories about a ‘secret’ library board meeting has no 
basis in fact. 

Two ladies from that board were present, They 
told the Board of Library Trustees a week ago that 
they simply went along to be observors, 

The Chairman of the Board of Selectmen was 
authorized by a vote of the board, last April, to con- 
duct the planning for a new library, insofar as the 
Board of Selectmen were concerned, He stated Mon- 
day night that he would go anywhere, and meet with 
anyone, to get a new library for this town, 

It is unfortunate that there are people who con- 
strue this to be ‘politics’ or ‘secret meetings’ It does 
not seem to be the intention of that gentleman, but 
there are people who misunderstand, 

It 1s of course difficult, but there is a possibility 
that better communications could be an answer. 


EVERYONE WAS FOOLED 


Sam Snow of Lexington made what can be 
called a Blooper, 
professional planner;-Wiio-worked for some months 
as a consultant foi-the,:) Planning Board 

Sam was asked to make a survey of sites for 
the new public Mbrary. There was at the time a 
lot of disagreement as to whether or not the old 
St. Thomas church site was the proper place, 

There are, basically, two theories on the siting 
of libraries, Some people like to think of stately 
edifices, perhaps on a knoll with a statue or two, 
looking over the City Park, or the Town Common, 

Others, including some very capable librarians, 
Say that the place for a library is at the corner of 
the two busiest streets in town ~ right where the 
most people are, They argue that the thing to do is 
to bring the library to the people. 

The Town Crier subscribes to the second theory, 
Several years ago it was arguing thatthe site for the 
new library was either downtown, or atthe Wilming- 
ton Plaza - where the people are, , 

Mr Snow made his survey ~ and incidently had 
a copy of the Town Crier arguments inhis files even 
before he began his survey, 

He was very careful. Everything was checked, 
The report, an oral one, was given last summer,

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Also, in June, there was a printed report which 
omitted, except by indirection, one of the sites that 
Mr. Snow had recommended. 

One only had to be present to hear and see Mr, 
Snow as ‘he made his report tobe impressed with the 
quality of his work, Every site. had been studied 
very carefully, and plans were drawn to scale, show- 
ing the advantages and the disadvantages, 

The one site that was not in the printed report, 
-the Weinberg site, was alluded to occasionally by 
the Town Crier as ‘the secret site’. 

It was not the first choice of Mr Snow, His 
best site was that of the Walker School, where a town 
hall and a library could both be built adjacent to 
the police station, and all be within handy distance 
of ‘down town’, 

But Snow told how he had looked over the 
Weinberg site, and the building, and how he had 
counted the cement blocks to arrive at an estimate 
of the size of the building. He told his listeners 
which included Selectmen, Finance Committeemen, 
members of the Planning Board and others, that the 
Weinberg Store was just under 15,000 square feet, 
which was the size of the second plans for a library, 
somewhat previously agreed upon, 

No one checked Mr Snow - not even the Town 
Crier,-which at times has a suspicious cast of mind, 
Everyone accepted his evaluation of the building, 

Then, last week, Selectmen Lloyd Bender and 
Paul Niles went into Weinbergs for alook, Mr Niles 
has had considerable experience as an attorney for 
the Corps of Engineers of the U.S, Army, It took 
only one look at the interior of the building to tell 
Mr Niles that there had been an error as to size, 

The size of the building, it turned out, was about 
7100 square feet, or less than half the size that 
Snow had calculated, This led to the withdrawel of 
the Town Meeting Article, by the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, after a quick telephone con- 
ference with Mrs Drew, who with Mr. Niles was the 
third person to besponsoring the article to buy the 
Weinberg store,

Selectmen's Meeting 


A brief period of shouting by 
Selectman Jim Miceli érupted du- 
ring the Selectmen’s meeting on 
Monday evening. 

Mr Miceli who had, several 
weeks ago said he would have no- 
thing to do with the article for 
the Special Town Meeting asking 
to buy Weinberg’s, was mad at 
Chairman Lloyd Bender because 
he had not been called by Bender 
when Bender decided to withdraw 
the article last Thursday, during 
the Finance Committee hearing, 

Miceli demanded,-in loud tones, 
to know when the meeting at which 
the decision to pass over the Wein- 
berg article had been held, 
Bender calmly told him that the 
decision had been made by the 
three members who were support- 
ing the article, and it had been 
made just previous to the Finance 
Committee hearing, alttough no 
vote had been taken, 

Miceli protested what he called 
‘improper procedure’ and ‘the fail- 
ure to consult the other two mem~ 
bers of the board’, He added that 
he understood that there had also 
been a ‘secret’ meeting between 
two members ofthe board and some 
but not all, of the Library Trus 
tees, 

Miceli demanded loudly that Ben 
der confirm that the meeting had 
taken place, Bender said nothing 
in reply, continuing with the other 
business of the board, 

At this point Miceli said ‘Thanks 
Lloyd!’ 

‘For what?’ Bender inquired, 
‘For being so attentive!’ Miceli 
replied, 

Bender then declared ‘Yes, we 
met, In fact Mr Niles and I met 
Jast Saturday and had dinner’. 
*You’re a political opportunist!’ 
he charged Miceli, 

*You’re a political opportunist’ 
Miceli counter-charged, 

‘is the rumor that the square 
footage of Weinberg’s«is less than 
half what was originally true?’

Miceli asked if he felt closing 
the shop for one day was a suf- 
ficiently punitive measure, without 
taking the drastic step of closing 
for a week, Romano replied that 
this had been his intent, 

After discussing the matter the 
Selectmen felt that this was a mat- 
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cellar, where, after a dis- 
cussion, it was agreed that there 


in the number of people desirous 
of gas service on Burlington Ave, 
and Boutwell Street.

Vitale then mysteriously alleged 
that there had been a meeting be- 
tween two men, It sounded quite 
conspiratal, They had had dinner 
together. He didn’t want to get 
‘into personalities’ but one ofthem 
was Mr, Lucci, 

At that point the meeting ad- 
journed, at 9:35 pm. 

After the adjournment Mrs Drew 
stated that the other person in the 
‘mysterious’ dinner meeting was 
the publisher of the Town Crier, 

Capt, Neilson and Mr Lucci had 
had a cup of coffee together, a 
week ago, in Sullivan’s restaurant, 
(There was, however, conspir- 
acy, or mystery, either in the
